Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 



obvious over the patents to Shally et al . , Johnson et al . , 
Wittle et al. and the Rivier et al. text. The Shally 
et al. , Johnson et al. patents and the Rivier et al. text 
show LHRH analogs wherein the 6th position of the peptide is 
substituted by various D-amino acid residues. The Wittle 
et al. patent indicates that D-His can be substituted in 
that position in an LHRH analog. It would be well within the 
skill of an ordinary chemist therefore to substitute the 
D-His (-imBzl) in the 6th position of LHRH and its E^s^Gly 10 
analog. There is no indication that the instant amino 
acid radical substituted in the 6th position is patentable 
as conpared to the other amino acids that are known to be 
substituted at the 6th position of LHRH.
